Heat may buy time for old school

Until debate over the future 
of the first Romulus high school 
building cools down, district 
officials are considering sup- 
plying the building with heat. 

A group of residents deter- 
mined to save the building 
from proposed demolition have 
insisted the building must re- 
main heated to prevent serious 
damage from occurring. 

Because the school boiler 
contains asbestos, a suspected 
cancer-causing agent, school 
officials have refused to comp- 
ly with the residents’ request. 


The building, located on 
Olive Street, was built in 1930, 
It served as the first high 
school for the district. Over the 
years, it has housed junior high 
school students, special educa- 
tion students and a program for 
emotionally-disturbed stu- 
dents. 

Last year, because of the 
asbestos in the building and 
concerns over liability, Romu- 
lus school officials closed the 
building. 

After two public meetings to 
decide the fate of the building, 
school officials decided last 
September to demolish the 


building. Demolition is tenta- 
tively slated for this summer. 

However, a group of Romu- 
lus residents are convinced the 
building is part of the city’s his- 
tory and should be preserved. 

While discussing the school 
controversy Monday night, 
board menibers considered a 
possible method to heat the 
building. Superintendent Wil- 
liam Bedell suggested hanging 
space heaters over the school 
gym* 

Bedell said he does not want 
the district to be accused of 
ruining any hope of saving the 
building. 


Although board members 
have supported the idea of de- 
molition in the past, some of 
them said they would not object 
if another party funded build- 
ing repairs and renovations, 

“II somehow . . . someone 
wants to try to preserve it until 
we come to a conclusion, it may 
be something we want to do,” 
said Daniel Bales, board 
secretary. 

Board! members agreed to 
wait until the meeting next 
week with city council before 
pursuing the idea of space hea- 
ters. The board and council are 
meeting at 7 p.m. Nov. 21 at 
city hall.

She 
cited Wick road improvements 
near Detroit Metropolitan Air- 
port and proposed develop- 
ment in the south of the city. 

In addition, a proposed Vin- 
ing Road interchange to 1-94 
has received approval on the 
state level and now is in the 
hands of federal officials, the 
mayor said. That interchange 
is one of the last hurdles await- 
ing the Metro World Centre, a 
multi-use development area 
that would be constructed near 
the airport.

Computer will aid 
district finances

Hoping to create a brighter 
financial future for the district, 
members of the Romulus 
school board Monday night 
approved the purchase of a 
computerized financial man- 
agement program. 

Known as computer model- 
ing, the program will cost 
$15,000. Funds are expected to 
come from the district's 
maintenance millage. 

Before voting, board mem- 
bers heard a presentation ab- 
out the program from Robert 
Caldwell of Stauder, Barch & 
Associates, Inc., an Ann Arbor 
financial planning firm. Cald- 
well said his company has pro- 
vided the modeling program to 
school districts and city gov- 
ernments throughout the state. 

A computer modeling sys- 
tem, he said, works with a 
large data base of information. 
The system would contain five 
years worth of detailed finan- 
cial history about the district. 
With that information, oper- 
ators could “what if” with their 
finances, Caldwell said. 

The “what if” would allow 
the district to project financial 


scenarios. For instance, if 
school officials wanted to know 
the long-term effect of a 
teacher layoff, the modeling 
program could provide that in- 
formation, Caldwell said. 

The program would keep 
specific information about the 
district, such as teacher salar- 
ies, pupil enrollment and 
spending per student. Officials 
can update the information as 
Changes occur. 

”You have a complete snap- 
shot pf the individual years,” 
Caldwell said. 

Possible uses for the prog- 
ram are planning financial 
strategies, trouble-shooting or 
organizing financial informa- 
tion to present to the public, he 
said. 

Board members expressed 
support for the program but re- 
quested the information be re- 
viewed and updated monthly, 
rather than yearly. 

The program will be ready 
for use within four to eight 
weeks, Caldwell said, after 
several informational sessions 
with district officials.

Councilman follows family tradition

When Russell Lambert says 
politics are in his blood, the 
new Romulus city eotin- 
cilmembcr is not just repeating 
another cliche. 

Lambert grew up as the son 
of an active city politician. His 
brother, Allan, recently wrap- 
ped up his own career on city 
council to work for the Romu- 
lus police department, 

‘Tve always had a taste of 
politics/' Lambert said last 
week, several days after being 
placed on council by Romulus 
voters. 

His interest in politics ties in 
with a devotion to the commun- 
ity , Lambert said of his home 
for the most of his life. 

Lambert's parents moved to 
Romulus from Detroit when he 
was 3, and his father almost im- 
mediately became involved in 
local politics, 

“That's where I got my first 
taste of this," he said 

As a young man. he headed to 
Eastern Michigan University 
to study accounting His major 
was the choice of his father, 
Lambert said, not his own. Ulti- 
mately, Lambert left college 
and found himself en route to 
Vietnam. 

When Lambert returned 
from his tour of duty, he moved 


to Oakland, California and re- 
sumed his education. His stu 
dies were halted again, howev- 
er, when Lambert decided to 
open his own business. He has 
remained self-employed. 

While lie lived in California, 
Lambert stressed, he re- 
in a i n e cl a R o m ulus voter 
through absentee ballot. He fol- 
lowed city issues through news- 
paper reports and contact with 
local residents. 

*Tve never voted any place 
but this city / 1 he said. 

Lambert returned to Romu- 
lus more than eight years ago 
and once again became im- 
mersed in community and poli- 
tical events. He has coached lit- 
tle league softball, taught hun- 
ter safely classes sponsored by 
(he police department and 
served as a volunteer fire 
fighter. 

Lambert also married a 
woman from his high school 
days, Maria. The couple have 
three sons. 

When his brother gave up loc- 
al politics, Lambert began to 
consider a campaign of his 
own. 

‘Tve been a foot soldier as 
long as I can remember/' he 
said. 

Also an impetus toward his 
decision was Mayor Beverly 
McAnally. Lambert said she 
encouraged him to seek a poli- 


tical career several limes 

Giving up the volunteer fire 
department to become a candi 
date was a painful decision, 
Lambert said 

“1 got satisfaction from that 
(position). 1 knew I was helping 
some people in the community. 
That's my intention now/" 

Looking forward to his first 
city council meeting, Lambert 
hopes to work effectively with 
the other elected officials. 

“Hopefully, I can make some 
logical decisions for the city. It 
will be a learning experience. I 
know I can't do it alone/' 

Lambert identified two city 
issues concerning him. 

First, he is concerned prop- 
osed expansion plans for De- 
troit Metropolitan Airport may 
have a negative effect on the 
city. 

“I'm all for expansion and 
development but not at the cost 
of the citizens. We have to 
watch it closely." he said. 

His second concern ties in 
with more beneficial develop- 
ment, commercial and re- 
sidential. He believes the li- 
mited residential base in the 
city discourages commercial 
developers. 

Nevertheless, Lambert said 
city growth is on an upward 
swing. 

“Wc are a growing city. We 
are changing. 1 "

Program will give students sneak preview of college

Hoping a little exposure to 
college will encourage high 
school students to continue 
their education after gradua- 
tion, Romulus board members 
decided Monday night to send a 
group of local students to 
Wayne County Community 


College. 

The Partners for Progress 
program allows high school 
juniors and seniors from 
throughout the county to attend 
classes at WCCC for high 
school and college credits. 

The program locuses on 
“middle of the road" students- 
those with average grades who 
may not have considered them- 


selves college material, ex- 
plained Romulus Superinten- 
dent William Bedell. 

“If they're exposed to a col- 
lege, they’ll have motivation to 
go,” Bedell said. 

In these special classes, stu- 
dents will sharpen their 
academic and communication 
skills. 


If the students decide to 
attend WCCC after they gradu- 
ate from high school, the cre- 
dits from this program, up to 24 
credit hours, apply toward 
their degrees. 

Approximately 50 to 75 
Romulus students are ex- 
pected to participate. 

Students will be charged col- 


lege tuition for the classes. Be- 
dell said he will come before 
the board again in the next fe^v 
weeks with a proposed finan- 
cial plan. 

One option, he said, would be 
to offset tuition costs with statse 
grants and donations from loc- 
al businesses. Students would 
pay a portion of the tuition, hie 
said. !

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Injured man finds strength in friends, family 1

Three months ago, Todd 
Hammons had his friends to 
thank for saving his life w hen a 
diving accident left him para- 
lyzed from the waist down. 

Now, Hammons remains 
grateful to friends and family 
as they offer him love and 
strength for his recovery. 

The 19-year-old Romulus re- 
sident nearly drowned last Au- 
gust after diving into a 20-foot 
swimming hole in Van Buren 
Township. When Hammons hit 
the water, his neck snapped, 
rendering him paralyzed 

Worried when their friend 
did not surface, Brian Farnum 
and Phillip Messer rescued 
Hammons from the water and 
performed cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation on him. A third 
friend, Christine Fortune, 
stayed with Hammons when 
the two men went for help. 

Since that day, Hammons 
has been a patient at the Uni- 
versity of Michigan Medical 
Center. In recent weeks, he has 
been allowed to come home on 
weekends. 

Discussing his recovery, re- 
laxed on a couch at home last 
week, Hammons did not pre- 
sent the appearance of an in- 
jured man. Still, he can expect 
at least two more years of 
physical and occupational 
therapy to become as close as 
possible to independence. 

Already, Hammons believes 
he is gaining ground. 

“I find myself getting bet- 
ter/ 1 he said. 11 

As an example, Hammons 
explained he has found it diffi- 
cult to keep warm since his in- 
jury. Even under heavy blank- 
ets he has experienced cases of 
“the shivers" for up to two 
hours. 

Slowly though, he said, his 
ability to fight this problem is 
increasing. 

Hammons said he is sur- 
prised about all of the gadgets 
available to help disabled peo- 
ple care for themselves such as 
items for writing, bathing and 
lifting. 


“There are a lot of tools. " 

Although he has only full use 
of his shoulders, a few muscles 
in his arms and limited use of 
his hands, Hammons is re- 
building his writing skills. 

For instance, he is learning 
to use a method that allows peo- 
ple to use the way fingers grasp 
and open as the hand flexes. 

More of a challenge, Ham- 
mons said* is mastering his 
manual wheelchair. Wheeling 
from his hospital room to the 
physical therapy room is quite 
a workout. 

1 I impressed myself today," 
he said, smiling. “That wheel 
chair is the hardest therapy i 
ever did/ 1 

In addition to therapy, Ham- 
mons is taking a computer 
class at the hospital, but the 
course will end when he is dis- 
charged next month. Although 
he has not made many deci- 
sions about his future, Ham- 
mons is thinking of more 
schooling. 

Someday, he said, he would 
like to be the person on the 
other side of the desks, warning 
high school students not to take 
risks with their bodies. 

“I want to explain how easy 
accidents are . . . how fortunate 
they (students) are." 

Ironically, Hammons in- 
jured his spine years ago as a 
high school student. He wore a 
neck brace but did not lose any 
of his functions. 

After the diving accident, 
Hammons began to believe he 
would regain most of his upper 
body use. 

“I thought l would get more 
back.” 

And even though he finds 
himself becoming depressed 
sometimes as reality of his 
situation sinks in, Hammons 
said he works to appear “up" 
for his family and friends. 

“They go through it just as 
bad as I do," he said. 

He is grateful for the moral 
support he has received in the 
forms of cards, balloons and 
visits. Two staff members 
from the high school, Norman 
Butler and Cheryl Stallings,

have been to the hospital reg- 
ularly for visits. 

“There’s a lot of people that 
have helped me,” Hammons 
said. 


Making the most of his 
weekends at home, Hammons 
has used the time to spend with 
his friends. This Saturday 
night he plans to attend a spe- 


cial benefit dance staged by the 
Romulus Kwik Helpers. The 
dance will begin at 7 p.m. at 
Romulus Progressive Hall on 
Ozga Road. 
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The Romulus youth, who was 
charged in the shooting death 
of his 16-year-old Sumpter 
Township friend, has entered a 
plea of guilty to a second- 
degree murder charge. 

Mandigo Galindez, 15, is 
awaiting sentencing by Recor- 
der's Court Judge Dalton A. 
Roberson. 

According to police reports, 


Galindez and his friend, Jeff 
Middleton, had walked from 
South Middle School to Middle- 
ton’s home, on Harris Road, on 
Sept. 21, The youths had a dis- 
agreement, and, subsequently, 
Middleton brought out a shot- 
gun. Galindez took the shotgun 
away from the victim and shot 
him with a single blast. Middle- 
ton died shortly after the inci- 
dent. 


Other projects gaming speed 
include a senior citizen apart- 
ment complex for Wayne Road 
and an exhibition center, McA- 
nally said. 

“I just hope I live long 
enough to see if it all happens," 
she joked. “These are exciting 
and unprecedented times.” 

As the new mayor pro tern. 
Gear told the audience he 
hopes to follow the example set 
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by his predecessor, Mary Ann 
Banks. 

“ I Just hope I have half of the 
knowledge she displayed," he 
said. 

The ceremony also featured t? months 
a performance by the Romulus 
Senior High School Choir mem- 
bers and brief prayers were 
offered by several pastors 
from the community,

If you're Interested In pur- 
chasing a house, you're going 
to he interested in interest 
rates. 

And money lenders are 
saying those rates are coming 
down. 

However, although the rates 
are going down, the prices for 
your dream home are going up. 

According to statistics re- 
cently released by the Western 
Wayne Oakland County Board 
of Realtors, a multiple listing 
service, homes in Westland and 
Canton, the hottest markets in 
the area, have gone for $2,500 
more than they did earlier this 
year. 


It is definitely a seller's mar- 
ket today, according to Eric J* 
Hunt, MLS president, who 
stressed that "with the recent 
dip in 1 .itiw well 

maintained homes in preferred 
locations usually disappear off 
the lists in a hurry." 

Mortgage rates for 30-year 
conventional loans range from 
9,75 to 10 percent, according to 
lenders.

Phone call is 
memorable one 


When the phone rang, I knew * 

I don t think I ever doubted that 
he would call - the question was 
only when . 

Don’t ask how, because it’s a 
mystery to me. 1 just knew it 
was him before I answered. 
When 1 did* the man on the 
other end of the line said very 
simply, "Hello, this is Alex 
Haley" 

And I answered him, as if 
having a world-famous author 
and speaker phone me was an 
everyday occurrence in my life 
It was only later that I began to 
realize what had really hap- 
pened* 

I first heard Alex Haley 
speak two years ago at a 
National Newspaper Associa- 
tion meeting in Nashville, Ten- 
nessee. I have now had the pri- 
vilege of serving as the Michi- 
gan state chairman of that 
association for several years* 

Alex Haley didn't disappoint 
anybody* His talk was of spe- 
cial interest to me as I have 
been a dedicated genealogist for 
many years now. In case any- 
body out there has been under a 
rock for the past decade or so, 
Jaley is the author of the block- 
buster novel Roots from which 
the television mini-series of the 
same name was made. 



Roots has become a model of 
success for many a frustrated 
family historian* journalist 
and novelist. All of those things 
I am,*. especially the frustrated 
part. But my interest in geneal- 
ogy and writing made anything 
Alex Haley had to say of burn- 
ing interest to me* After his 
speech in Nashville, I wrote a 
column about my first encoun- 
ter with Mr. Haley. Some read- 
ers with better memories than 
mine may recall that column. 

We were such a good audi- 
ence, NNA executives invited 
Haley to speak to us again in 
Oregon two years ago, in Texas 
last year, and for a fourth time 
in Atlanta last month. If you 
have ever heard him speak, 
there will be no mystery to all 
these repeat performances. He 
is truly a master, and totally 
captivated his audience of 
hard-boiled, jaded newspaper 
professionals. That isn't easy. 

Haley chronicled the history 
of his ancestors in his talk, as 
he has in his writings, but he 
did far more than that. He told 
us the history of America, 
some of it good, some of it quite 
the opposite. As he told his tale, 
he spoke to our hearts. He told 
us of the pain, suffering and in- 
dignities of black America. 

He also wove a thread 
through his narrative of the 
people who were kind, loving, 
caring and unforgettable* In 
his remarks, he told his audi- 
ences that he sees community 
newspapers in America as the 
capillary system of our coun- 
try. He sees himself as a story- 
teller, and one who records 
events that are too small or in- 
significant to seem worthy of 
attention to the large media. 

Were it not for the commun- 
ity newspapers of America, no 
one would ever know of some of 
the people, and events that take 
place across the face of our 
country, Haley told us* 

To say I was impressed the 
first time I heard Alex Haley 
speak is a little like calling the 
Pacific Ocean a large puddle. 
He inspired my consideration 
of a book of my own concerning 
the great characters and 
events that lurk in my family 
tree 

The night before his Atlanta 
talk, this concept took over my 
thinking* and I found myself 
unable to sleep* considering the 
material my research pro- 
vided. I got up, and in a nearly 
dark room took pen in hand to 
write Haley a brief note about

my idea. 

After several pages of my 
yellow legal pad, and several 
hours of the morning* had been 
consumed, 1 realized that my 
enthusiasm had nearly made 
me late for Haley's speech 1 
bounded through the shower 
and raced downstairs to hear 
the great man talk, fat en- 
velope clutched in hand. 

Seated next to me in the audi- 
ence was JoAnn Buckley of the 
NNA staff. She is the dear soul 
who makes events like the NNA 
convention happen. I whis- 
pered to her that I had a letter 
for Alex Haley, and would she 
see that it was delivered 
JoAnn quickly agreed, 1 had 
purchased a copy of both Roots 
and A Different Kind of Christ- 
mas, Haley’s newest book, with 
the promise that Haley would 
autograph them. 

After Haley’s speech, I grab- 
bed my newly acquired books, 
and made my way to the front 
stage. I asked him to autograph 
my books, and he quickly 
agreed. In the patter as he w as 
signing, I introduced myself, 
and told him that I had written 
a letter to him that was given to 
his assistant. 

Alex stuck out his hand, 
looked me straight in the eye, 
and said, "Hello Dave Willett.” 

I simply explained that the let- 
ter he would be receiving had to 
do with a project I would like 
him to look at, and that I hoped 
I would hear from him* 

When my telephone rang last 
week, it wasn’t just another 
call. Not to me* Alex Haley 
talked to me about my idea for 
a book, about his thoughts and 
his schedule* He is working on a 
book about cousins. His pre- 
mise is that people in America 
have relatives across the 
oceans about whom they know 
nothing. Perhaps a book could 
awaken folks to their kinship in 
other lands, and in the reading 
make the world a better place. 

As many are aware, Haley 
has found he can escape from 
the day-to-day interruptions, 
and find the quiet, solitude and 
detachment needed to write 
only at sea* Next month he will 
board a ship, and write to 
America from the heart, in a 
style that is so uniquely his 
own. 

He encouraged me to send 
him more information on my 
project, and he encouraged me 
to write the book myself. He 
s&kl sometimes what one 
wants to say is so personal that 
they are the only one who can 
say it* 

In one of his speeches, Haley 
talked about a turtle sitting on 
top of a flat fence post. He re- 
minded all of us that when you 
see such a sight, you can be 
pretty much assured that the 
turtle had some help from 
somewhere. He compares him- 
self to the turtle, and is careful 
to explain that he had much 
help in achieving his goals. 

It may be that 1 will never 
hear from Alex Haley again 
and it is possible that I'll never 
write my novel. But no matter 
what tomorrow brings, I will 
always remember and trea- 
sure my conversation with 
Alex Haley. 

Here is a man who has made 
an effort to tell the stories of 
America which speak to our 
very souls. Through his writ- 
ing, 1 believe mankind has 
learned invaluable truths ab- 
out our history.

Blasting the Wayne County 
board of commissioners for 
what he called excessive re- 
venue projections, County Ex- 
ecutive Edward McNamara 
has vetoed a $1.3 billion budget 
for fiscal year 1989-90* includ- 
ing a general fund of $274 mil- 
lion. 

The commissioners had 
adopted the budget Nov. 2, and 
had included several million 
dollars in revenue projections 
that McNamara had not fore- 
seen in his proposed budget 

C o ni m is s i o n C h a i r m a n 
Arthur Blackwell {D - Highland 
Park! said the budget will not 
include any revenue shortfall 
in the coming year, which cov- 
ers the period of Dec. 1, 1989 
through Nov. 30. 1990. 

* l This is a balanced budget, 
which protects the county's 
solvency/* Blackwell said. 


“We've been cautious in pro- 
jecting next year's revenues, 
and careful to allocate limited 
funds to the highest priority 
services for Wayne County 
citizens."

The rejected budget included 
spending increases in several 
areas, based upon projected re- 
venue increases from interest, 
reimbursements and drug 
forfeitures.

Michael Duggan said that 
budget will also likely be 
vetoed, because it does not do 
enough to address the $1.5 mil- 
lion deficit facing the county. 


The county prosecutor's 
office was to use an additional 
$123,000 in drug forfeiture pro- 
ceeds to support an increased 
legal staff. 


McNamara said the commis- 
sion budget factors in money 
that * 1 just isn't there/' and 
forecasts serious shortfalls for 
the coming year if more realis- 
tic revenue projections are not 
made. He vowed to continue 
enacting vetoes until the com- 
missioners approve a budget 


In addition, commissioners 
projected increases of $160,000 
in the form of state reimburse- 
ments from the handling of 
several victim's rights cases; 
and $5.4 million in interest 
from investments and bank de- 
posits. an increase of $176,000 
over 1988-89,
